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Library set to 
re-open Dec. 3

After being closed for more than four months, the 
Casey County Public Library will re-open on Dec. 3. 

Library officials said that they are excited about all 
the changes, renovations, and improvements that will 
be on display, including new ceiling tiles and energy 
efficient lighting, paint, new carpet, flooring, HVAC 
system, and more than 1,700 new books, movies, and 
other materials, among other things. 

“I guess that if there had to be a silver lining to this 
dark cloud, we have the bats to thank for that,” said 
Library Director Jan Banks, adding that many of the 
improvements were already part of a long-range im¬ 
provement plan. 

On July 19, library officials were forced to close 
the facility after 
water from a freak 
rain storm came in 
through the roof, 
causing ceiling tiles 
to come down, ex¬ 
posing a colony of 
brown bats. And 
with the bats, the rain 
washed bat feces, 
or guano, down the 
walls. 

More than 1,000 
books, mostly in the 
World War II history 
section, were lost due 
to water or bat guano 
damage. 

However, many 
of them have been 
replaced, with some 
being donated by the 
family of the late Cir¬ 
cuit Court Judge James G. Weddle, a renowned World 
War II historian. 

Banks said that the restoration and improve¬ 
ments cost $223,000, with insurance covering about 
$60,000. 

While closed, the library underwent extensive clean¬ 
ing and disinfection to remove mold and bat guano in 
the ceiling and on the walls. In addition, more than 
80 bats were captured and relocated to a new home, 
Banks said. 

Greg Ramey, of American Bio Systems in Danville, 
directed the clean-up of what had become a highly 
contaminated building. 

“It was a category three water damage clean-up, the 
same as raw sewage,” Ramey said, noting that of the 
hundreds of clean-up jobs undertaken by his company, 
this was one of the largest. 

Bio Systems employees wore protective clothing 
and respiratory devices while working in the library. 

Banks said that the company cleaned and disinfect¬ 
ed the remaining shelving, books and other materials 
so they could once again be used. 

“The facility was thoroughly tested, rafters to floor, 
by an independent environmental engineer to make 
sure everything was good from a microscopic stand¬ 
point and it passed with flying colors,” Ramey said. 

Open while closed 

Even though the building was closed, patrons found 
that many services were still available, facilitated by 
parking a bookmobile adjacent to the building. 

“We borrowed a bookmobile and stocked it full of 
books, and we put two laptops and a printer out on

Local fire officials urge residents to 
take steps to stay safe this winter

Winter is knocking on our 
door and local fire officials 
are urging residents to take a 
few steps now to keep warm, 
stay safe and enjoy the holi¬ 
days. 

It’s the season for Christ¬ 
mas decorations and roaring 
fires in the fireplace, but with 
both come fire risks. 

Liberty Fire Chief Donald 
Wilson and Southeast Casey 
County Fire Chief Larry Har¬ 
ris offer their advice on how 
to make the winter season a 
safe one around the house: 

Keep warm and stay safe 

“Before you light (the fire¬ 
place) up you should have 
somebody clean and check 
them,” Wilson said. “It’s a 
bad thing in the winter time. 
People don’t want to spend 
money to check their equip¬ 
ment for the winter. They fire 
it up and then call us to come 
put it out.” 

The flue should be checked 
for several things, includ¬ 
ing bird’s nests and creosote 
build up. 

“Don’t bum green wood,” 
Harris said. “Green wood 
has so far been the main 
thing that causes creosote 
build up, which causes flue 
fires.” 


Their advice is to keep 
flues clean and get them 
checked before the first fire 
of the season. 

“Flue fires are hard to 
fight,” Harris said. “They’re 
really hard to extinguish 
since the flue is contained. A 
few years back, we had one 
and we were there for three 
hours trying to get it extin¬ 
guished.” 

The Southeast Casey 
County Volunteer Fire De¬ 
partment has been offering 
free flue cleanings for mem¬ 
bers in their district for three 
years. 

“We’ve done 15 this year,” 
he said. “It’s assisting a 
whole lot as far as fires. It’s 
working out pretty good to 
our advantage.” 

Other than the flue, be sure 
to check that everything else 
is working properly. 

“Make sure the screen 
works when you close it 
off,” Wilson said. “So when 
the fire pops it won’t pop on 
a mg. There shouldn’t be 
anything within six feet of 
the fireplace that will burn.” 

Some of the same advice 
goes for stoves. 

“Have it cleaned and 
checked for a legal hookup 
on the stove pipe,” Wilson 
said. “Put a pad under it and 
make sure the jacket isn’t 
cracked on it.” 

Cracks can allow carbon 


monoxide to escape. 

“No matter if it’s wood, 
gas, whatever, you need to 
have a carbon monoxide de¬ 
tector in your house,” Wil¬ 
son said. “Carbon monoxide 
will kill you quicker than 
anything.” 

Wilson also suggests 
keeping two or more fire ex¬ 
tinguishers in the house for 
quick reaction time. 

“You have five minutes 
from when a fire starts to do 
something,” he said. 

Another source of danger 
for a home resident are small 
electric space heaters. Both 
Wilson and Harris expressed 
concern about space heaters 
being used. 

“They have caused several 
fires in the past,” Harris said. 
“You need to keep anything 
flammable away from it and 
set it away from the walls. 
My personal preference — 
I’d rather not use one.” 

For furnaces, it’s impor¬ 
tant to change the filters 
regularly. 

“Keep the filters checked,” 
Harris said. “And if you’ve 
got duct work in the floor, 
keep it vacuumed out; that 
saves dust from getting into 
the element in the heating 
unit and stops it from maybe 
burning.”

Old house inquiry garners responses 


Some of you may recall my 
column, “A photo of Casey Co. 
past,” in the Sept. 5th edition 
about an old home on South 
U.S. 127 just before the Bread 
of Life Cafe. 

It had caught my eye years 
ago when I first drove past and 
I finally stopped one day on my 
way home from work to photo¬ 
graph it. Well, since that article, 
I’ve had three people contact 
me wanting to share what they 
know about the home. 

It’s crazy to think that the 
people who contacted me 
about a home in Casey County 
all live outside the county. Two 
are siblings originally from 
Casey who attended Boyle 
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School, which used to be lo¬ 
cated close to the house, but 
moved on to Ohio and Louis¬ 
ville. The other, who now lives 
in Hawaii, is a granddaughter 
of a former owner. 

Here’s a little of what I’ve 
learned from them about the 
house: 

It used to be owned by John 
Henry Roberts and his second 
wife, Lessie Henson Rob¬ 


erts. The house was passed to 
their only child together, Ruth 
Roberts Watson, and then to 
current owner, Karen Watson 
Wethington. 

John taught Sunday school 
at Antioch Church and he and 
his second wife are buried 
in the church’s cemetery. I 
haven’t been able to make my 
way out there to check yet. 

The siblings, Oscar Fair and 
Dixie Fair Shugars, walked to 
Boyle School, an eight-grade 
one-room school, from their 
grandmother Nannie Combest 
Allen’s house in the 1930s. 

Oscar, 85, of Louisville, said 
that his great-great-grandfather 
lived in the house in the early 


1800s and that the land along 
that area, near Allen’s Creek, 
was all Allen property. His 
mother told him that when she 
was a young girl they used to 
sleep out on the second story 
porch on warm nights. 

The last time he was in the 
house he would have been 
around 10 years old. At that 
time, they entered the house 
through the kitchen because 
the parlor entry in the front 
was only used on special oc¬ 
casions. 

He estimates the house was 
built in the early- to mid-1800s. 
I guess it’s time to hit the deed 
room.

Deck the halls, but stay safe 

Real Christmas trees can 
give off a great aroma, but 
bring a few extra precau¬ 
tions. 

“If it’s a real Christmas 
tree make sure you keep it 
damp,” Harris said. 

Wilson agreed with that 
advice. 

“Keep it watered and 
watch what kind of lights 
you use on it. LED lights 
don’t get hot to the touch,” 
he said. 

Extension cords are re¬ 
quired for outdoor decora¬ 
tions, but multiple ones can 
become a hazard. 

“Absolutely do not use 
multiple extension cords,” 
Harris said. 

It’s also a good idea to 
make sure they’re water¬ 
proof, Wilson said. And as 
for the decorations them¬ 
selves, double-check that 
they’re safe to use outside. 

“Make sure you’re putting 
up outside lights,” he said. 
“It tells you on the box if 
they’re inside lights or good 
for inside and outside both. 
Inside lights can short out.” 


Around the yard 

“A lot of people don’t re¬ 
alize that the leaves, limbs 
and brush around their home 
can be a hazard,” Harris 
said. “We’ve used a Firewise 
grant the last two years to 
help clean up leaves, brush 
and debris around people’s 
homes. One spark in a dead 
brush pile — you’ve got 
a fire; leaves are the same 
way. People rake them up 
and plan to burn them later 
but don’t get to it.” 

Inside the city limits of 
Liberty, a leaf truck is avail¬ 
able to pick up leaves that 
have been brought to the 
ditch in front of a house, 
Wilson said. 

“Notify city hall and 
they’ll have somebody come 
pick them up,” he said. 
“There’s no reason to have 
a fire (from leaves) in Lib¬ 
erty.” 

Smoke detectors 

All of these suggestions 
can help, but the most im¬ 
portant piece of fire preven¬ 
tion in the home is a smoke 
detector, Wilson said. 

With the time change in 
spring and fall people are 
encouraged to change the

batteries in their smoke de¬ 
tectors. For those who don’t, 
sometimes their alarm goes 
off to let them know the bat¬ 
tery is low, but they think 
it’s a fire and call 911, Harris 
said. 

“We’ve had several of 
those. I feel sorry for the 
people because it scares 
them to death, but I’d rather 


go change a $2 smoke detec¬ 
tor battery than have to tell 
someone they’ve lost their 
home,” Harris said. 

But some don’t even have 
a smoke detector in their 
home. 

“Anybody that doesn’t 
have a detector can call their 
local fire chief,” Harris said. 
“We have smoke detectors 


from the Red Cross that were 
given to each fire department 
for people who don’t have 
them that they can install for 
free.” 

In case of a fire, Wilson 
said it’s a good idea to make 
sure that each family mem¬ 
ber knows the escape route. 

“Make sure you have a 
plan to get out of the house 


and know where to meet up 
— a light pole or a friend’s 
house,” he said. “And don’t 
go back in once you leave 
the house.” 

Information on escape 
plans are available at the fire 
department, as well as free 
smoke detectors for those 
who qualify, Wilson said. 
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Apply online at www.autosmartcville.com

9 die on Kentucky roadways Nov. 19-25 


Preliminary statistics* in¬ 
dicate that nine people died 
in seven separate crashes on 
Kentucky’s roadways from 
Nov. 19-25,2012. 

Three fatalities occurred 
prior to the start of the 
Thanksgiving holiday re¬ 
porting period. One double 
fatality motor vehicle crash 
occurred in Laurel County. 
One single fatality motor 
vehicle crash occurred in 
Meade County. 

Six fatalities were re¬ 
ported as the result of five 
crashes during the Thanks¬ 
giving holiday period, which 
started at 6 p.m. on Wednes¬ 
day, Nov. 21 and ended at 


11:59 p.m. on Sunday, Nov. 
25. One double fatality crash 
occurred in Barren County. 
Both victims were not wear¬ 
ing seat belts and the sus¬ 
pected use of alcohol was 
involved. 

One single fatality crash 
occurred in each of the fol¬ 
lowing counties: Garrard, 
Oldham, Rockcastle and 
Rowan. The victims in Gar¬ 
rard and Rockcastle counties 
were not wearing seat belts. 

In 2011, 1,289 traffic 

crashes occurred throughout 
Kentucky during the Thanks¬ 
giving holiday period, claim¬ 
ing six lives and injuring 393 
people. 


Through Nov. 25, prelimi¬ 
nary statistics* indicate that 
657 people have lost their 
lives on Kentucky roadways 
during 2012. This is eight 
fewer than reported for this 
time period in 2011. 

Of the 518 motor vehicle 
fatalities, 288 victims were 
not wearing seat belts. Of 
the 73 motorcycle fatalities, 
38 were not wearing a hel¬ 
met. Eleven of the 13 ATV 
fatalities were not wearing a 
helmet. 

Forty-six pedestrians, 
one scooter/moped rider 
and six bicycle riders have 
been killed. A total of 119 
fatalities have resulted from 


crashes involving the sus¬ 
pected use of alcohol. 

Citizens can contribute to 
highway safety by reporting 
erratic drivers to the Ken¬ 
tucky State Police toll-free 
at 1-800-222-5555. Callers 
will remain anonymous and 
should give a description of 
the vehicle, location, direc¬ 
tion of travel and license 
number if possible. 

*These statistics are still 
preliminary as KSP waits 
for all local law enforcement 
agencies throughout the 
state to report any crashes 
and fatalities that may have 
occurred in their areas.

Legislative News 


Report looks at issues for 2013 session 


Each fall, not long before 
Thanksgiving, the General 
Assembly’s administrative 
staff offers an in-depth look 
at some of the issues it be¬ 
lieves could be debated dur¬ 
ing the legislative session 
that begins each January. 

The report comes from 
the 15 main committees 
that vote on legislation, and 
while no one can predict 
what ultimately will become 
law, this analysis gives us 
a better idea of what may 
need to be addressed. 

In general, the report 
doesn’t cover perennial top¬ 
ics, such as the budget, or 
those that may be highly 
visible but are being studied 
separately, which this year 
includes task forces focused 
on our tax code and public 
pension systems. 

Even so, this year’s re¬ 
port touches on some high- 
profile matters. Of those, 
perhaps the most prominent 
centers on the state audi¬ 
tor’s recent findings regard¬ 
ing the special districts that 
dot the commonwealth. 

There are more than 
1,200 of them altogether, 
and they oversee everything 
from libraries, volunteer 
fire departments and utili¬ 



ties to health departments 
and airports. An estimated 
$2.7 billion flow through 
them annually, or about the 
same as the state spends on 
elementary and secondary 
education. 

There is a growing con¬ 
sensus that more transpar¬ 
ency and accountability are 
needed for these districts, 
so that we have a better idea 
of how the public’s money 
is being spent. There is also 
a need to streamline the law 
governing these districts 
as well, since the auditor 
found that there are more 
than 1,000 state statutes af¬ 
fecting them. 

Two other high-profile is¬ 
sue papers in the legislative 
report center on children. 
One discusses the need to 
update our juvenile code so 
that we have a better system 
in place for such things as 
status offenses, which are 
violations like truancy that 
would not be an issue if 


committed by an adult. Too 
often, these adolescents are 
locked up when other alter¬ 
natives may be a better fit. 
The legislature could also 
decide whether to draw a 
brighter line when it comes 
to young children who com¬ 
mit a felony crime. Though 
no age of criminal responsi¬ 
bility has been set in Ken¬ 
tucky, there is a growing 
push to have those 10 and 
younger handled through 
social services rather than 
the criminal justice system. 

Another legal matter in¬ 
volving children is whether 
the state can do more to low¬ 
er the number who die due to 
abuse or neglect. Kentucky 
is unfortunately a leader in 
this area, with the state rate 
significantly higher than the 
national average. The total 
has hovered around 30 a 
year since 2008. 

This week, the gover¬ 
nor’s Child Fatality and 
Near Fatality Review Panel 
will hold its first-ever meet¬ 
ing, and it plans to meet 
four times a year. We in the 
House of Representatives 
have pushed to make this 
type of panel permanent, 
because we need a clear¬ 
headed, independent review 


of each case so that we can 
hopefully bring our numbers 
as close to zero as possible. 

While the legislative com¬ 
mittee process is slowing 
down as we move through 
the holidays, it’s poised to 
pick back up when the 2013 
Regular Session begins on 
Jan. 8. 

Since it will be an odd- 
numbered year, my col¬ 
leagues and I will be meet¬ 
ing for 30 legislative days, 
though the first four of those 
will be dedicated entirely 
to electing House and Sen¬ 
ate leaders and establishing 
committee memberships for 
the next two years. 

That leaves a little more 
than two dozen days to cov¬ 
er a lot of ground. 

Your input in this process 
is critical, so I encourage 
you to let me know your 
thoughts about any issue af¬ 
fecting the state.

National Influenza Week is December 2-8

A reminder that the flu 
season is upon us. As rec¬ 
ommended by the CDC, 
more and more individuals 
are receiving the annual flu 
vaccine so hopefully the 
number of flu cases will 
never reach the threshold 
for an epidemic. 

Last season was mild pos¬ 
sibly for that reason. In the 
Lake Cumberland region 20 
percent of school children 
were vaccinated by school 
health department nurses in 
2011 and 15 percent so far 
this year. Since it has been 
recognized that school chil¬ 
dren are the propagators of 
influenza, then immunizing 
them goes a long way to¬ 
wards curbing the spread of 
this disease. 

Influenza is a serious ill¬ 


ness consisting of headache, 
high fever, body aches, pos¬ 
sibly sore throat and cough. 
A runny nose with or with¬ 
out a fever is not usually a 
symptom of the flu and is 
likely to be due to a cold. 
The very young and the el¬ 
derly usually have the most 
severe illness and a very 
real chance of dying. Im¬ 
munization protects. 

Today we have even 
more choices of vaccines 
and greater access to vac¬ 
cination centers; physician 
offices, pharmacies and 
health departments all offer 
these vaccines. Current vac¬ 
cines are made against three 
strains of influenza; the shot 
does not contain a live virus 
and cannot give someone 
the flu. Since the elderly do 
not respond to vaccines as 
well as the young, there is 
now a stronger version for 


those 65 and older. Also a 
weakened live vaccine is 
available for healthy indi¬ 
viduals for ages 2 thru 49 
— it comes in the form of a 
nasal mist — this produces 
immunity exactly where 
one needs it, in the nose 
and throat- the first place 
an influenza virus enters 
the human body. It too can¬ 
not give someone the flu as

Man dies in alleged 
break-in attempt 

HARLAN COUNTY (Harlan) — A 

Cumberland man was shot and killed Nov.

Schools take new 
approach to math 

HENDERSON COUNTY (Henderson) 

— The world is constantly changing. And 
that means what students are taught about 
the world — how to work in it, how to suc¬ 
ceed and how to help it improve — must 
constantly change, too. 

That’s why the Henderson County Schools 
have made innovative changes to its math 
curriculum to help students succeed in col¬ 
lege and beyond. Here are some examples 
of how the district is working to help stu¬ 
dents improve their math skills. Math is 
now taught the way it’s taught in Singapore, 
which has the highest math scores in the 
world. This approach requires students to 
use methods that demand mathematical rea¬ 
soning and problem solving. These methods 
focus on logic models and less on routine 
computational skills. Additionally, students 
are spending more time in school on math. 

Children in kindergarten through fifth 
grades now have 90 minutes of math in¬ 
struction each day, up from 75 minutes 
daily. Middle school students now have 90 
minutes of math instruction each day, up 
from 50 minutes every day.

Later, after making only $2 each 
day in the mines, Buck left his home at the 
age of 18 in search of a better-paying job. 

“Daddy left with home with nothing more 
than a razor and a sandwich packed,” said 
daughter Marilyn Derington. “I asked him 
what he did when his sandwich was gone, 
and he said, T found a job so that I could get 
something else to eat. ’ ” 

During his career, he was passionate 
about the union and was quick to support it, 
Derington said. “He would walk the picket 
lines,” she said. “If the mine he was work¬ 
ing at wasn’t union, he would be outside 
marching and encouraging others to come 
with him.” Over time, Buck would work in 


several mines including Pond River, Green¬ 
ville and Peabody until his retirement in 
1972 following a heart attack. 

Former Raywick fire 
chief indicted 

MARION COUNTY (Lebanon) — For¬ 
mer Raywick Fire Chief Chuck Helm has 
been indicted for theft by unlawful taking 
over $10,000 and abuse of public tmst. 

The indictment against Helm, 52, of 1000 
Hazy Downs Road in Raywick was handed 
down by a Marion County grand jury on 
Monday, Nov. 19. 

According to the indictment, between 
May 1, 2004, and July 31, 2011 when Helm 
was chief, he took or exercised control over 
movable property of another with intent to 
deprive them of $10,000 or more, or he ob¬ 
tain interest in immovable property of an¬ 
other with intent to benefit himself when he 
was not entitled to. 

The indictment also reads that Helm was 
a public servant entrusted with public mon¬ 
ey or property by reason of holding public 
office or employment, exercising the func¬ 
tions of a public officer or employee, or 
participating in a governmental function, is 
guilty of abuse of public trust when he ob¬ 
tained public money or property subject to a 
known legal obligation to make a specified 
payment or other disposition. 

Teen gives help one 
jar at a time 

MERCER COUNTY (Harrodsburg) 

— Peanut butter may seem a novel thing to 
many people. However, Mercer County Se¬ 
nior High School junior Mac Guay knows 
that it can be so much more to a family in 
need. 

The Harrodsburg teen began collect¬ 
ing peanut butter in August, after his mom 
helped him realize that he didn’t know what 
it meant to truly be hungry, while there were 
others in their community that did. 

Some of the groups that benefit from the 
Peanut Butter Project, also called One Jar at 
a Time, include the backpack programs in 
Mercer and Burgin school systems, which 
send food home with low-income students 
for the weekend, and local food pantries and 
churches.

David Williams'name removed 
from Corbin arena signs 

WHITLEY COUNTY (Corbin) 

While former Kentucky State Senate Presi¬ 
dent David L. Williams still has his name 
on official paperwork for Corbin’s 5,000- 
seat arena, city officials are doing their best 
to erase any vestiges of him from the facil¬ 
ity. 

Williams’ name has been removed from 
most signs at The Arena in response to what 
some local leaders see as a lack of support 
for the town during his last days as a State 
Senator. He served as District 16 State Sena¬ 
tor from 1987 until earlier this month when 
he resigned and accepted an appointment 
from Kentucky Governor Steve Beshear to 
fill a judgeship vacancy in the 40th Judicial 
Circuit. 

Corbin City Commissioner Joe “Butch” 
White said it was a mistake to ever name 
The Arena after Williams because he never 
secured enough state funding to finish the 
facility. 

“If you are going to name something for 
somebody, you should name it because they 
furnished enough to finish the whole thing,” 
White said. “Corbin has made some bad de¬ 
cisions in the past in prior administrations. 
It’s now up to the current city commission¬ 
ers and the new city commissioners coming 
in to make the best out of those decisions.”

Creating a holiday meal 
on a budget 

The holiday season can 
bring financial stress that 
burdens your spirit. From 
purchasing gifts to travel¬ 
ing to planning an elaborate 
holiday meal, extra expens¬ 
es make it hard on families 
this time of the year. 

Many families skip holi¬ 
day traditions to avoid over¬ 
spending.

The most important fac¬ 
tors for a successful holiday 
meal on a budget are plan¬ 
ning and preparation. Mak¬ 
ing a plan for your holiday 
meal can save money and 
time. 

Establishing a budget is 
vital since there are extra 
expenses this time of the 
year. 

Include coupons, food 
stamps and WIC vouchers 
as a part of your budget. 
Don’t buy “extras” with the 
money that you save, unless 
they will be used for your 
holiday meal. 

Preparing a list for just the 
items that you need for your 


holiday meal can also help 
you avoid spending extra 
money. After you have cre¬ 
ated a list, check out your 
local food sources for items 
such as meat, eggs, cheese, 
baked goods and produce 
from Kentucky producers. 
If you can ft find the items 
that you need at your local 
food source, then go to your 
local grocery store. 

Adding a few things in 
your cart at the store can cost 
you many extra dollars at 
the cash register. Don’t for¬ 
get to look in your cabinets 
and refrigerators to see what 
you already have. Little ex¬ 
penses like salt and pepper, 
and other small condiments 
add up quickly. Look for 
the spices and herbs you 
will need at discount stores.

The Casey County High 
School Lady Rebels began 
their 2012-13 season Mon¬ 
day and did so without senior 
leader Jasmine Johnson. 

The Lady Rebels opened 
the official season with a 
home loss to Anderson Coun¬ 
ty, 59-36. 

“This was a very good game 
for us to start out. Anderson 
County’s ranked in the top 10 
or 15 in the state,” said Coach 
Randy Salyers. “We kind of 
see where we’re at and some 
of the things we need to work 
on.” 

Johnson, the team’s leader 
in the point position, suffered 
a knee injury in a scrimmage 
game against Tates Creek on 
Nov. 17. Johnson was sched¬ 
uled for an MRI yesterday 
with results expected to be in 
today. 

“She just went up for a short 
jump shot and came down and 
really nobody bumped her or 
anything and initially it didn’t 
hurt,” Salyers said. “Then she 
took about three steps and 
about that third step it tight¬ 
ened up on her.” 

The team played one scrim¬ 
mage game without Johnson’s 
leadership on the court before 
breaking into the season on 
Monday as Johnson could 
only assist her team from the 
bench. 

“Jaz is a big part of our 
team. She’s the one girl on the 
team who can put the ball on 
the floor and blow by some¬ 
body in a press situation or in 
a one-on-one situation and we 
kind of miss that,” said Saly¬ 
ers. 

Turnovers flooded the first 
quarter with mistakes coming 
from both teams on Monday’s 
season opener. Anderson 
jumped out with a lead and the 
Lady Bearcats pulled ahead to 
9-2. 

Sophomore Kelli Wilson 
stopped Anderson’s score 
run; however, the Bearcats re¬ 
sponded immediately to keep 
the seven-point lead, at 11-4. 

Anderson continued for an 
additional six points before the 
quarter closed. A last second 
three-point shot from sopho¬ 
more Lakken Miller kept the 
Lady Rebels within 10 at the 
close of the first eight minutes 
of play, 17-7. 

Despite seeing junior Sarah 


Beard and sophomore Tiara 
Cochran each pick up their 
third foul in the second quar¬ 
ter, Casey made a slight come¬ 
back. 

Miller and senior Katie 
Douglas put up a total of four 
points in the first two minutes 
of play. 

Anderson had added five 
points by 6:08 in the quarter, 
leading 22-11, but both teams 
would fall short of the goal for 
the next four and a half min¬ 
utes with the exception of a 
free throw by Anderson, giv¬ 
ing them a 23-11 lead. 

Casey rallied in the final two 
minutes of play with a three- 
point play by Wilson, and two 
points from sophomore Cyd¬ 
ney Warner. The Lady Rebels 
trailed 23-16 at the half. 

“At times I feel like our de¬ 
fensive intensity was there but 
with this group of kids it’s got 
to be there the whole game,” 
Salyers said. “We’ve got to do 
a great job of screening out. 
We just can’t do a good job.” 

The Lady Bearcats scored 
first in the second half and 
regained a 10-point spread 
by the 5:50 mark and Casey 
would not bring the score 
within single digits again. 

Anderson stretched the lead 
to 12 by the start of the final 
quarter and sealed their defini¬ 
tive lead with four treys during 
the last six minutes of play. 

Miller hit a three at just un¬ 


der a minute to play but it was 
too little, too late to make a 
difference in the outcome. 

“Without Jasmine and that 
senior leadership, we’re still 
playing some young kids,” 
Salyers said. “We started three 
sophomores and probably the 
first sub off the bench was a 
sophomore and that kind of 
youthfiilness showed up to¬ 
night.” 

Casey had 19 turnovers 
throughout the night, com¬ 
pared to Anderson’s nine. 

“The two things we talked 
about at halftime, which you 
can see in a young team, is 
not doing a great job screen¬ 
ing out and our unforced turn¬ 
overs.

“I told 
our kids not to worry so much 
about the losses here as long 
as we’re working our tail off 
and getting better and we’ll 
worry a little more about our 
wins and losses a little further 
on in the year.”

We 
went into the tournament as 
the fourth seed, even though 
we got the at-large bid, and 
then we came out number 
three.”

King said. 

The Lady Knights went 


3-1 in their pool, which ad¬ 
vanced them to the semi-fi¬ 
nals; however, KCU fell 1-3 
against Maranatha Baptist 
Bible College (Watertown, 
WI) in semi-final play. 

The CCHS alumni duo 
looks forward to a prom¬ 
ising future with the Lady 
Knights team. Not only 
does the third place fin¬ 
ish from the young team 
foreshadow a successful 
future, but the two are glad 
to have an season of col¬ 
lege experience under the 
belts. 

“High school isn’t any¬

NCAA shouldpunish 
athletes, not team 


I’ve held out hope for the last 
week and a half that I would 
have reason to write this Sports 
Talk piece, and, as predicted, I 
was not let down. 

Regular college football sea¬ 
son has come to an end and 
only two teams have main¬ 
tained a crisp, clean record: 
Notre Dame and Ohio State. 
Too bad they will never get the 
chance to face off. 

Anyone who follows col¬ 
lege football closely knows that 
Ohio State was mled ineligible 
for post-season play (aka, the 
BCS) this year and the simplest 
summary of it I found comes 
from Allan Brulett, a Bleacher 
Report correspondent, who 
wrote: 

“The NCAA banned Ohio 
State from poststeason play 
this season because five play¬ 
ers admitted to receiving free¬ 
bies and discounts in exchange 
for memorabilia, and it turned 
out the Ohio State coach knew 
about it.” 

I understand mles and regu¬ 
lations. I worked three sum¬ 
mers with the Governor’s 
Scholars Program where there 
are black and white mles and if 
one is broken, no level of jus¬ 
tification, begging, or pleading 
changes the result. If you start 
to make exceptions, you are 
headed down a slippery slope, 
so I am not here to gripe about 
the NCAA’s enforcement of a 
mle. 

However, I do think it is nec- 
essaiy to note the punishment 
received is up for debate. Lirst, 
the punishment is coming down 
on a team completely removed 
of the violations.

Just kids being COLLEGE 
kids. 

With their faces and names 
plastered on ESPN, Sports Il¬ 
lustrated, and throughout sport¬ 
ing goods stores, it can easily 
be forgotten that these guys are 
not yet pros.
